Maryland voters, legisla- 
tors and county government 
representatives crammed 
a hearing room in 
Annapolis this week to voice 
their opposition to the 
redistricting plan formulated 
by the Redistricting Advisory 
Committee, appointed by 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer to study the state's 
ix Congressional district 
boundary lines and to make 
recommendations for 
districts 

The proposal set forth by 
the committee changes the 
ixth district so that it would 
extend from Garrett County 
to Harford County 
n A-5.) Currently, the sixth 
district consists of Garrett 
Allegany, Washington 
Frederick Carroll 
counties, as well as a portion 
of Montgomery County 

Garrett County Commis- 
sioner Brenda J. Butscher 
attended the hearing, 
testifying that the plan is 
unfair to most people,” and 
would make the sixth 
district “too big” if it were 
extended all the way through 
Harford County.”

Newspaper Ad 
Stirs Controversy 

A full-page advertise 
The Des Moines 
(lowa) Register comparing 
the slayings committed by 
confessed murderer Jeffrey 
Dahmer in Milwaukee to 
the slaughter of livestock 
has sparked considerable 
controversy 

The ad, placed by the 
People for the Ethical Treat 
ment of Animals (PETA), 
angered livestock produc 
ers and offended thousands 
of readers. The group first 
tried to place the ad in The 
Milwaukee Sentinel, which 
rejected it. It then tried the 
Des Moines newspaper, 
which decided to run the ad 
and defended that decision 
in an editorial, saying that 
readers should be allowed 
to decide for themselves “the 
value of a pitch from an 
advertiser.” 

The lowa Farm Bureau 
Federation had learned 
about the ad before it was 
placed and urged the news 
paper to reject it 

“There is 


ment in 


no way the 
murders in Milwaukee can 
be compared to the humane 
slaughter of livestock,” said 
lowa Farm Bureau Presi 
dent Merlin Plagge. “The 
ad infers livestock are not 
slaughtered humanely. By 
running the ad, you are 
placing this misinformation 
in the minds of people who 
do not have more accurate 
information.” 

The news stories before 
and after the $11,200 ad 
was run brought national 
attention to the issue. The 
Register was swamped with 
calls from angry readers 
canceling subscriptions and 
businesses pulling advertise- 
ments. Among those busi 
nesses is the lowa Livestock 
Market Association, which 
buys more than $1 million a 
year in classified advertis 
ing in the Register 

PETA has tried to place 
a second advertisement in

newspapers in several cit- 
ies, including Milwaukee, 
Omaha, Dallas, Kansas City 
and Grand Rapids, Mich., 
but it has been rejected, a 
PETA spokeswoman said 
The group is still trying to 
place it in a major newspa 
per 

Robin Walker, PETA's 
vegetarian campaign coor- 
dinator, said the group has 
received “some calls,” both 
positive and negative, in 
response to the ad. She said 
the goal of the ad was to 
convince people to become 
vegetarian 


PETA also staged a si 
lent protest outside of the 
main gates at the lowa State 
Fair 

Steve Kopperud, execu 
tive director of the Animal 
Industry Foundation, called 
the PETA ad a “gross insult 
to American farmers, ranch- 
ers and their families who 
work to feed this country 
To use the deaths of 17 people 
as a publicity stunt reveals 
just out of step with 
mainstream America this 
group is.”

ASCS Reminds Foreign Farm 


Owners Of Reporting Rule 


“Foreign investors who 
acquire or transfer any inter- 
est other than a security 
interest in Garrett County’s 
agricultural land are re- 
quired, by law, to report the 
transaction to our office 
within 90 days,” Kenneth 
R. Bachtel, chairperson of 
the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Serv- 
ice, said 

The ASCS official re- 
minds foreign investors that 
a report must be filed if all 
or part of the agricultural 
land is sold, or if the title is 
transferred to another per- 
son. Failure to report could 
result in a civil penalty of 
up to 25 percent of the fair

Rules to Estimate Contents of Bins and Cribs 
A good farm management practice is to know the 
yields of your crops. The following information may be

1) To find the capacity of a circular grain bin in 


bushels, multiply the radius (’ 


diameter) times the 


radius, times 3.1416, times height, times 0.8 for small 
grain and shelledcorn. For acircular crib, use 0.4 in place

2) To find the bushels of grain or shelled corn in a 
rectangular bin, multiply length by width, times depth 


(all in feet), times 0.8

3) To find tons of hay in a mow, multiply the average 
length by average width, times the average height and

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Deer Hunting 
Season Begins 
In Maryland 


When Maryland hunt 
ers take to the woods again 
this fall, they will follow a 
tradition that predates Eu 
ropean settlement. The 
1991-92 white-tailed deer 
season officially opens with 
bow hunting this Saturday 
September 14 

During the three seasons 
set aside for bow hunting 
and one each for firearms 
and muzzleloaders, 120,000 
licensed deer hunters will 
try to harvest white-tailed 
deer according to bag limits 
set by the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR). Josh Sandt, forest 
wildlife supervisor, says 
that only one-third are suc 
cessful, but that hunting 
provides a million man-days 
of recreation in Maryland 

Hunters may hunt on 
private land or designated 
public lands including state 
forests and parks and wild 
life management areas 
(WMAs). DNR’s Wildlife 
Division manages 85,000

Corn Drying Down Fast 

You should be checking the moisture content of your 
field corn. Due to the hot, dry weather, maturity is ahead 
of schedule. A lot of corn is well ready for high mo 
corn; in fact, some of the corn is too dry to put int 
conventional silos. The harvesting of high moisture corn 
should begin when the moisture content is 35 percent for 
ear corn and 30 percent for shelled corn. If the kernel 
moisture is below 25 percent, the corn may not ferment 
and molding can occur 

Now Is A Good Time To Kill Weeds 

Since a lot of the corn is coming off early, this gives you 
a good opportunity to eliminate a lot of perennial weeds 
The weeds are now starting to store up food for winter. An 
application of Roundup will do a good job. In most 
instances, 1/2 quarts of Roundup plus a surfactant will 
provide a good kill.+

State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Fall In July 


Maryland's estimated 
unemployment rate fell to 
5.5 percent in July from 


June's 6.0 percent, as more 


than 70,000 people entered 
the labor market and some 
80,000 people found jobs 
during the month, accord 
ing to statistics released to- 
day by the Maryland De- 
partment of Economic and 
Employment Development 
(DEED) 

In Garrett County, the 
fell from 10.5 
in June to 9.7 per 
cent in July. The July 1990 
rate was 3.9 percent 

The number of workers 
in Maryland climbed to 
2,483,349 compared to 
June's total of 2,403,158 
The upsurge in employment 
during the month caused 
the jobless count to fall by 
about 7,750 people 

Nationally, the unem 
ployment rate declined to

Each nutrition site and 
senior center have been pre 
sented with the means by 
which their meal service can 
be restored to the FY '91 level

September and October are the end of the growing season here in Garrett 
County. Although late green beans are still available and tomatoes and peppers 
will continue to ripen until our first frost, our traditional fall season products are 
moving into the market.

Truck Drivers 
Reminded Of 
License Deadline 


The Maryland State Po 
lice and the Motor Vehicle 
Administration are remind 
ing Maryland's commercial 
drivers of the deadline to ap 
ply for the new commercial 
driver's license. (CDL,) 

“There are approximately 
100,000 Maryland drivers 
who must qualify for the CDL 
by the April 1, 1992, dead 
line,” saidJohn F. Lyding of 
the Motor Vehicle Adminis 
tration. Appearing on the 
Maryland State Police Radio 
Program, a weekly public 
service broadcast, Lyding 
said thousands of drivers 
have not completed the CDL 
application 

“Approximately 62,500 
commercial drivers licenses 
have been issued,” Lyding 
stated. “We had hoped tohave 
as many as 90,000 tested by 
now.” 

The Motor Vehicle Admin 
istration attributes the lag 
in licensing to drivers who 
think they will be granted an

Conditions continue to 
improve within Garrett 
County’s public school stu- 
dent transportation program, 
according to Michael Sines, 
director of transportation for 
the board of education 

Sines offered background 
information pertaining tothe 
problems that were encoun- 
tered at the commencement 
of the current school year, as 
well as an update on the 
present status of student 
transportation in Garrett 
County 

According to Sines, dur- 
ing his tenure as director of 
transportation the county 
school system has initiated 
new educational programs 
such as the pre-kindergar- 
ten program as will as othe 
curricular, co-curricular, and 
extra-curricular activities 
which have resulted in addi- 
tional financial obligations for 
the transportation program. 
Additionally, the two high 
schools have undergone ma- 
jor renovations which neces- 
sitated split shifting of stu- 
dents, with many school buses 
operating double or even 
triple routes. Based largely 
on the ability of the student 
transportation system to ab- 
sorb the extra expense of pro- 
viding this additional service 
Sines said, it has not been

gram receives a state grant

It’s actually amazing how powerful the media is. Frankly, 
I deplore power. If John Q. Public knew me, he would know 
that I print just the facts as they are presented to me. | 
never dig too deep for a story. I’m not here to sabotage 
police officers, judges, public officials, educators, or even 
criminals -- I'm just doing my job as efficiently as I know 
how. It’s not that I don't care about how those people are 
functioning in society. I strongly believe we have the right 
and the responsibility to keep ‘em honest, however 

Have you noticed lately how the networks have saturated 
the airwaves with “dirty laundry?’ (That goes for some 
newspapers, radio stations, and magazines.) What is pathetic 
is how the public is eating up this garbage. I don’t care if the 
ex-homcoming queen who was murdered had atlairs with her 
high school teachers. Does that make me cold, unfeeling? No 
I'm wondering how the girl's parents are dealing with the 
of a child.

Thayer suspended three 
years and ordered the

Gank was charged with 
the crime after he allegedly 
started a fire in the jail on 
October 5, 1990. According 
to the court document, the 
defendant stuffed toilet 
paper into a ventilator duct 
and set the wad of tissue on 
fire. He was observed by 
several other inmate’ as he 
did so. The duct carried 
dense smoke throughout the 
jail, causing an evacuation of 
all prisoners 
Gank pleaded guilty to 
the reckless endangerment 
charge, and a pre-sentence 
investigation had been 
ordered by Thayer in 
August. The judge also or- 
dered the defendant to make 
restitution to Garrett County 
in the amount of $357.58, to 
be paid in the first year after 
release from the jail. He was 
assigned to four years of 
supervised probation after 
release. A final condition of 
Gank’s sentence was that he 
apply for and complete the 
general education develop- 
ment (GED) program 
Defense attorney for 
Gank was John R. Toston 
Roger C. Nolf, 56, 
Confluence, Pa., was found 
guilty last week of violation 
of probation. The defendant 
had pleaded not guilty to the 
charge. Thayer reimposed an 
original 90-day sentence in 
the Garrett County Jail 
Nolf's original offenses 
were driving while intoxicat- 
ed (DWI), driving under the 
influence of drugs and/or 
alcohol (DUI), and driving 
with a suspended license.

1.5 to 2 million waterfowl die 
from lead poisoning each year 
after ingesting spent lead 
shotgun pellets. Ducks and 
geese swallow the pellets shot 


n all 


while feeding on seedsor pick 
ing up gravel for their giz 
zards Lead poisoning isone 
of the most common forms of 
disease found among Mary 
land waterfowl 

Predatory species that 
feed on waterfow! also fall 
victim tolead poisoning. More 
than 100 bald eagles are 
known to have perished asa 
result of ingesting lead shot 
imbedded in the flesh of 
crippled or dead waterfowl] 

Under guidelines set by 
the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service, the Department of 
Natural Resources began 
phasing out lead shot for 
waterfowl! hunting in 1987 
Lead shot was first banned 
in counties with the greatest 
number of waterfowl! harvest 
per square mile.

Hot Line Provides 
Fac ts, Assistance 


A new Lyme Resource 
Network has been introduced 
mi Western Pennsylvania and 
parts of Maryland, Ohio, and 
West Virginia. It provides a 
telephone hot line enabling 
péople to quickly identify 
physicians who will help with 
proper diagnosis and treat- 
ment. Lyme disease, caused 
by a bacterial infection, can 
produce arthritis, meningi- 
tis, and neurological damage 

The toll free hot-line num- 
ber, 1-800-368-0288, puts 
patients and those with ques- 
tions about symptomsincon- 
tact with a network of local 
physicians. 

Lyme disease is spread by 
mfected ticks living in tall 
grass, woods and under- 
brush. They attach them- 
yel ves to humans, often camp- 
ersor hikers. Health experts 
have identified it as the sec- 

nd most rapidly spreading 
infectious disease after AIDS 

The need for early diag- 
nosis and treatment led to 
the network’s creation. It is 
supported by Caremark Inc., 
a national infusion therapy 
company

With such initial symp 
toms as a skin rash and flu 
like fever and headaches, 
Lyme disease is often undi 
agnosed until it becomes po 
tentially hazardous. At its 
onset, antibiotic treatment is 
usually effective. In the 
disease’s later stages, treat 
ment can be more difficult 
and some physical effects may 
not be reversible. 

People who call the hot 
line will speak toa registered 
nurse, whocan provide alist- 
ing of local physicians who 
treat Lyme disease, andcan 
make an appointment for the 
caller.

families from Garrett and 
Allegany Counties in an 
effort to garner support for 
their plight. 

The state troopers’ pro- 
test grew in numbers yester- 
day as hundreds of them 
marched to the State House 
and offered alternatives to 
the governor -- all of which 
were rejected -- in the form 
of pay cuts, voluntary early 
retirements and furloughs. 

GCC President Dr. 
Stephen Herman reacted to 
the news of the reduction in 
aid to the community college 
by immediately calling to- 
gether his entire staff and 
faculty, and asking them to 
make a choice between fur- 
loughing or laying off some 
of the employees or "sharing 
the pain equally.” They opted 
to share the pain. 

"It was positive and reaf- 
firming to see people stand- 
ing together on this deci- 
sion,” stated Dr. Herman. 

Although Herman is, at 
this point, unable to say 
exactly how the college 
would deal with the severe 
budget reduction, he did 
indicate that it would have a 
“very serious impact” on the 


college. "The cuts are far- 
reaching and deep, and the 


students will end up being 
hurt,” he said. 

He noted that fees would 
need to be instituted for 
services that were once free, 
and that tuition fees would 
be raised. "The college will 
now be closed more fre- 
quently and user fees to the 
public will have to begin,” he 
added. 

Herman said he will meet 
with the college cabinet 
today in order to decide the 
exact cuts to be made. That 
proposal will then be taken 
to the GCC Board of Trust- 
ees and, if approved, will be 
enacted immediately. 

He concluded that there 
would be “difficulty in adjust- 
ing” for everyone at the 
college but, he said, "We will 
get through this together, 
even though we’ve come a 
long way and this will defi- 








nitely set us back.”

ized by the Health Depart- 
ment last year, the amount 
is actually closer to $200,000 
The department saw a 
$109,000 direct cut in the 
state’s share of the case 
formula budget, as well as a 
$50,000 reduction from last 
year’s budget in the local 
share of funding. 

“Trying to rebuild the lost 
forces is particularly tough 
in these times," stated Dr. 
Archer, adding that even 
before the current budget 
cuts, the loca] share of fund- 
ing only amounted to eight 
cents out of every dollar. 

He also noted that while 
the business community also 
suffers from a recession, "the 
public demand goes down in 
that area, while the demand 
increases for public health 
care and services.” 

He also pointed out that 
"for the first time ever, we 
are talking about the issue of 
state-mandated programs 
and services that are not 
funded by the state. Those 
services may have to cut or 
eliminated.” 

Archer stated that he will 
meet with Edgar Harman, 
director of Environmental 
Health, to discuss instituting 
or raising certain inspection 
fees, such as private well 
inspections 

Archer concluded on an 

eat note, stating, "Ameri- 
cans are resilient, and they'll 
find a way to deal with this.” 

County Commissioner 
Chairperson Brenda Butsch- 
er, however, criticized the 
governor's proposal by stat- 
ing, "It doesn’t make sense 
It’s just his way of trying to 
raise taxes.” 

Butscher was called to 
attend the governor’s meet- 
ing on Tuesday which, she 
said, “was staged more for 
the media than for the offi- 
cials in attendance. We did- 
n't even get a handout of the 
budget reductions.” 

Butscher continued, say- 
ing that the governor has 
created 6,500 new jobs in the 
state since he was elected, 
and is paying “ridiculov; 
salaries” for those new posi- 
tions. She indicated that she 
is still not in favor of raising 
taxes. "If we raise taxes, the 
governor will just spend 
more,” she said. 

Garrett County Adminis- 
trator Robert Fousek noted 
that $215,000, the county’s 
portion of the state real 
estate tax, will not be reim- 
bursed, as well as $37,000 of 
the shared "sin" taxes -- 
taxes on such items as alco- 
holic beverages and cigar- 
ettes. 

The cuts approved by the 
Board of Public Works Wed- 
nesday are scheduled to take 
effect November 1, and the 
state is still faced with an 
even higher budget deficit 
for Fiscal Year 1993 -- cur- 
rently estimated at $600 
million.

then we met the kids, "’ Marion 
said, ‘and we knew Salem was

Jim accepted the full-time job 
as accountant at Salem, but 
after a day's work, he becomes 
“Poppy’’ to 28 children, and 
Marion is a full-time Granny.’ 
For many of the children at 
Salem, this is their first 
exposure to an extended family, 
and it seems to be working 


and 


equally well for both the 
‘‘grandparents’’ and the 
“grandchildren.” 

Every Tuesday night, chil- 


dren from one of the four houses 
comes to Granny and Poppy's 
house for dinner. Marion pre- 
pares a regular dinner for 
them, but sets the table with 
good china and candles. Often, 
they will visit one of the houses 
at bedtime to read to the chil- 
dren or just ‘‘tuck them in 
“Our goal is to support the

children are preparing for 
Christmas. Poppy helps with 
other projects like shining 
boots, board games and home- 
work, things all grandfathers do 
or would like to do with their 
grandchildren 
“We always try to have proj- 
ects for the kids to work on 
when they come to visit,’ 
Marion said, but admitted that 
some of their ideas just didn't 
work. “‘We tried putting a 
puzzle out on a table for them to 
work on, but that just didn't 
work. It was too hard for them 
to sit still long enough for that 
Reading, however, is one of the 
most popular things they all do 
together, as a group or one-on- 
one 
“We hope to provide strong 
Spiritual guidence without 
being overbearing,’ they said

One of the things the grand- 
parents make special is birth 
days. ‘‘We love to help cele 
brate birthdays,"’ Jim says. 

Marion bakes a cake and we 
go to their house. The girls 
always get a rose from us and 
the boys get a small gift.” 
Another special project of Jim's 
is a “thought for the week.” 
Copies of the thought or a verse 
are made and put up in each 
house. Most are motovational 
thoughts that the staff enjoys 
too. ‘Part of our ministry is to 
the staff,"’ Jim adds. “We doa 
Bible luncheon each week and 
Granny serves soup."’ 

At the mention of the thought 
of the week, two of the boys 
visiting Granny and Poppy 
while the interview was taking 
place, began to recite some of 
their favorites. Children flow in 
and out of the house all of the 
time. Some help bake cookies 
and make juice, some just sit 
and visit, but all gave them a 
big, voluntary hug as they left. 

Granny, Poppy and the chil- 
dren have been working to get 
ready for Salem's open house 
One project was to paint the 
flagpoles. Each house has an 
American flag that Granny and 
Poppy gave them when one of 
their sons was in Kuwait. One of 
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houseparents had a son if 
Iraq, and the children prayed 
for them and wrote to them and 
the flags are taken care of 
faithfully 

The open house is important 


to us the Sumpters said, 

because we want the public t 
see that these kids are just like 
any others, and are not here 
because of what they have done 
but because of what was done to 
them."’ 

As the interview ended, the 
phone rang, and Granny and 
Poppy were invited to a birth 
day party at one of the houses 
for the houseparents that night 
and asked to bring ice cream 
They're an important part of 
the Salem family, providing 
love and spiritual support for 
all. “It's an awesome respon- 
sibility at times,” they say 
“But it's good to know you are 
where God wants you to be. It’s 
an honor to us to be here. Some- 
times we don't feel worthy, but 
we pray a lot, and it always 
works out.”’

Deadline Noted 
For Employers Of 
Domestic Help 
Employers who paidcash 
wages of $50 or more to any 
household employee during 
the third calendar quarter of 
1991 must make their quar 
terly social security pay 
ments by Oct. 31 
Checks should be mailed 
with IRS Form 942, 
Employer's Quarterly Tax 
Return for Household Em- 
ployees. Checks should be 
identified with the employer's 
tax identification number, 
type of tax (942), and the 
quarter which applies (third) 
Household employers 
must also pay federal unem- 
ployment tax for their 
employee’s unemployment 
nsurance if they paid cash 
wages of $1,000 or more ina 
calendar quarter during 1990 
or 1991. Federal unemploy 
ment tax isreportedon Form 
940, Employer's Annual Fed- 
eral Unemployment (FUTA) 
Tax Return, or the simpler 
Form 940-EZ. Form 940 is an 
annual tax return, and the 
return for 1991 is not due 
until Jan. 31, 1992 
More information is avail- 
able in free IRS Publication 
926, Employment Taxes for 
Household Employers.

Maryland State Comptrol 
ler Louis L. Gx ldstein said 
his office is sending nearly 
5,000 notices a week to tax 
payers who may owe tax to 
the state of Maryland for 1988 
and 1989, based on a com 
puter program matching 
state information with the 
Internal Revenue Service 
The mailing will continue for 
most of the fall 


Under the Federal Match 
Compliance Program, notices 
are being sent to taxpayers 
whofiled a federal income tax 
return using a Maryland 
address, for 1988 or 1989 
but for whom no Maryland 
state income tax return can 
be found for those same tax 
years 

“We're asking folks to use 
the checkoff part of the notice 
toshow why there isno Mary 
land return on file or to pro 
vide use with a copy of the 
return if one was filed. In 
many cases, there is a logical 
reason why a Maryland re 
turn wasn't filed. But we need 
the taxpayer to give us that 
reason,” Goldstein said. “In

One in nine American 

women will develop breast 
cancer in her lifetime, but 
nine in ten will survive the 
disease if detected in itsearly 
stages. To promote early de 
tection methods such as 
breast self-exam and 
mammography, Governor 
William Donald Schaefer has 
proclaimed October as Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month 

Of an estimated 175,000 
new cases expected in the 
United States during 1991, 
3400 will occur in Maryland 
Nationally, nearly 44,500 
women will die from the dis- 
ease; more than 850 will be 
Marylanders. Baltimore 
City, Anne Arundel, Prince 
George’s, Montgomery and 
Baltimore counties have sig 
nificantly greater age-ad 
justed death rates from breast 
cancer thanelsewhere inthe 
nation. 

According to asurvey con 
ducted by the Center for 
Health Education, most 
Maryland physicians agree 
that mammography is the 
most effective tool for detect 
ing breast cancer and resi 
dents are fortunate to have 
access to nearly 100 accred- 
ited mammography facilities 
Anew law sponsored by Del 
egate Joan Pitkin (D., Prince 
George’s County) and passed 
by the 1991 Maryland Gen 
eral Assembly utilizes that 
advantage by requiring most 
insurers tocover the cost of a 
screening mammogram. This 
is alow-dose breast x-ray that 
an asymptomatic woman has 
on aregular basis as an inté 
gral part of a total breast 
health routine

Social Services Cases Top 215,000; 


Local Departments Extremely Busy 


Thenumberof Maryland 
ers applying for public assis 
tance has increased dramati 
cally during the past two 
years with no end in sight 

This month, the Depart 
ment of Human Resources 
(DNR) expects to service 
216,200 Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) 
recipients. In August alone, 
more than 1,300 new appli- 
cations were taken for 
Maryland's public assistance 
programs 

InJuly 24,460 people re- 
ceived General Public Assis- 
tance (GPA). In October, 
DHR expects to serve nearly 
26,000 GPA and 216,200 
AFDC recipients 

“Until the economy gets 
better, the number of people 
applying for public assistance 
will continue to increase,” 
said Carolyn W. Colvin, sec 
retary, Department of Hu 
man Resources. “Our local 
departments of social services 
offices have been flooded with 
people needing our help.

A recent University of 
Baltimore study, commis- 
sioned by DHR, concluded 
thatthe weakened Maryland 
economy directly contributed 
tothe increase in the welfare 
caseloads. 

Whilemore people applied 
for public assistance, the 
number of workers decrease 
because DHR has not been 
able to hire more employees. 
Since Fiscal Year 1988, the 
number of applications for 
public assistance programs 
have increased 70.02%, while 
the amount of workers de- 
creased 17.49%. The number 
of people on public assistance 
have increased 63.76% while 
workers decreased 17.49% 

In Fiscal Year 1990, there 
were 229.377 cases, a 7.01% 
increase over the previous 
year. There were 1,349 posi- 
tions allocated but only 1,294 
filled. In Fiscal Year 1991, 
there were 335,468, 256.5% 
increase. There were 1,302 
positions allocated with only 
1,207 filled.

*In Baltimore County

State School Superinten 
dent Nancy S. Grasmick pre 
sented the report tothe Gov 
ernor. Dr. Grasmick said, 
“We are fostering the creat 
ing and energetic efforts of 
teachers and administrators 
to make Maryland's schools 
the best in the nation.” At 
the same time, she said, “We 

cannot rest on our accom 
plishments.” 

“We have set our sights 
high and realize that signifi- 
cant challenges still lie 
ahead,” said Grasmick, who 
wasnamed state superinten- 
dent earlier thismonth 

The state national goals 
are aimed at achieving school 
readiness for young children 
entering school, raising the 
high school graduation rate 
and the level of students’ 
achievement in challenging 
subjects, achieving univer- 
sal adult literacy, andensur 
ing safe and drug-free schools 

conducive tolearning. 

The state’s 10 goals en- 
compass--and in some cases 
go beyond--the six national 
goals. 

The state progress report 
notes that, in working to 
reach the goals, the state is 
moving toward the kind of 
improvements in public edu- 
cation called for in President 
Bush's America 2000 educa- 
tion strategy. Strategies un- 
der development for the past 
two years under the state's 
“School for Success” initia- 
tive closely match the Ameri- 
can 2000 plan 

Like the national plan, 
Maryland's “School for Suc- 
cess” strategies include im- 
proved student assessment, 
report cards on school perfor- 
mance, and strong parent and 
community involvement 

Accountability and indi- 
vidual school improvement 
are major themes of America 
2000. In Maryland, princi- 
pals of the state's more than 
1,200 public schools last year 
studies school improvement 
strategies at week-long insti- 
tutes that emphasized efforts 
by each school and commu- 
nity to develop a “new gen- 
eration” school 

In November the State 
Department of Education and 
local school systems will re- 
lease report cards on how 
well each school is doing in 
meeting tough new stan 
dards. Last year, the first of 
the report cards, data was 
released on state and local 
school system averages but 
noton individual schools 

The state progress report 
presents an overview of what 
the state and the public 
schools are doing to reach 
each of the six national goals 
and plans for future improve- 
ment

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Man Charged In 
Thrift Drug 
Felony Theft Case 


Robert C. Baker, 60, 
Oakland, was arrested this 
week on the charge of felony 
theft by Garrett County 
Sheriff's Office Lt. Donald 
Tucker. The arrest of Baker 
was the result of a lengthy 
investigation carried out by 
Tucker and Mike Shallenber- 
ger, Federal Bureau of 
Investigations (FBI) agent. 
The officers executed a 
search warrant in late Sep- 
tember of an Oakland resi- 
dence where they recovered 
over $32,000 worth of goods 
stolen from Thrift Drug, 
Inc., of Pittsburgh, Pa 
Baker was a suspect at that 
time, but the arrest was not

Baker was reportedly 
employed by Thrift Drug as 
an over-seer of new con- 
struction and remodeling 
projects. The items stolen 
were all building materials, 
and may have been used to 
construct at least three 
buildings. The theft was 
apparently accomplished by 
over-ordering the materials 

The initial estimate of the 
value of the items was set at 
nearly $90,000, but Tucker 
predicted at that time that 
the estimate may fluctuate 
He reported this week that 
the estimate was indeed 
lowered to $32,000, but 
again commented that it may 
yet be adjusted 

Baker was incarcerated in 
lieu of $15,000 full cash 
bond, and was released after 
posting a property bond in 
that amount, according to a

Energy Comm. To Release PENELEC; 
Concerns Raised By Property Owners 


The recent decision by 
the Federal Energy Regula- 
tory Commission (FERC) to 
relinquish its jurisdiction 
over the Pennsylvania Elec- 
tric Company (PENELEC) 
in 1993 and, in effect, over 
Deep Creek Lake, which is 
owned by PENELEC, has 
generated a considerable 
amount of concern by mem- 
bers of the Property Owners 
Association of Deep Creek 
Lake, Inc. (POA), an organi- 
zation representing over 
1,000 lake residents. 

"We're facing all kinds of 
uncertainty,” stated Jan 
Finkel, president of the 
POA, who stated that the 
POA has been granted per- 
mission to intervene in the 
proceedings with the goal of 
participating in the overall 
plan for the lake 

The property owners, he 
said, are concerned that, 
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without the regulatory power 
FERC has had over PENE- 
LEC, "a lot of questions will 
be raised" about who has 
jurisdiction over the lake. He 
explained that the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR) currently has 
a lease agreement with 
PENELEC to operate a 
state-owned park (Deep 
Creek Lake State Park) at 
the lake, and to implement 
and enforce regulations 
regarding the public’s use of 
the lake, including dock slip 
fees 

Finkel noted that FERC 
is only required to maintain 
its jurisdiction over bodies of 
water legally termed "naviga- 
ble,” and that FERC has 
determined that Deep Creek 
Lake not meet that 
standard. FERC has also

Some State Cuts Restored, But County 
To Lose Over $500,000 More Funding 


Under a compromise 
reached yesterday between 
Maryland state lawmakers 
and Governor William 
Donald Schaefer, Garrett 
County will stand to lose 
$515,659 more in state 
funding aid, in addition to 
the nearly $1 million budget 
cut to the county announced 


last week. 

Maryland legislators have 
worked all this week to come 
up with an alternative plan 
to balance the state budget 
following the many protests 
to Governor Schaefer's plan. 
The compromise will restore 
state police jobs and full 
Medevac service to the state, 
as well as save the General 
Public Assistance welfare 
program and a number of 
treatment, education and 


social services programs. 
Governor Schaefer, 
however, would reportedly 
not agree to legislative 
proposals to restore state aid 
to public schools or to allow 
state workers to work five to 


seven days without pay 

instead of laying off some 

1,500 of those workers. 

(Some 200 state jobs have 

reportedly been restored.) 

Agreed upon, instead, was 

a plan that cuts an 

additional $68.3 million in 

state aid from Maryland's 24 
jurisdictions 
Of the additional 
$515,659 lost to Garrett 
County, $389,705 will be in 
the form of further cuts in 
property tax deductions, and 
$125,954 from teachers’ and 
librarians’ Social Security 
pension costs. 

Although the issue of 
raising taxes still seems to 
be as unpopular with most 
legislators as it is with the 
public taxpayers, it was 
reported that any raise in 
taxes brought before the 
1992 General Assembly 
would likely come with the 
provision that local 
subdivisions be allowed a 
broader taxing authority.

Study By Local Student On “Women's 
Language” Receives National Attention 


When Leigh Knotts, 
Kitzmiller, went looking for 
ajob thissummer, she knew 
what to say to her prospec 
tive employers. And maybe 
more importantly, she knew 
how to say it 

Ms. Knotts, a 1991 gradu 
ate of Hood College in 
Frederick and the valedicto 
rian of the Southern Garrett 
High School Class of 1987, 
had just completed a research 
project on women’s speech 
characteristics and how those 
characteristics affected a 
woman's chances of landing 
What she found out 
was that personnel officers 
want women to talk like men 

And, even female person

nel officers prefer applicants 
who don’t use what Ms 
Knotts and other research 
ers have called “women’slan 
guage.” 

Ms. Knotts’ study, which 
has been featured on CNN’s 
Sonya Live and in The Wash 
ington Post and The Evening 
Sun (Baltimore), recently 
won recognition in the Sec 
ond Annual Undergraduate 
Research in Psychology Con 
test sponsored by Harcourt 
Brace Jovanovich, Inc. Ms 
Knotts received one of two 
honorable mentions in the 
highly-competitive nation 
wide contest 

The study, completed as 
partofa Hood honors project 
in psychology, highlighted 
four speech characteristics 
used more frequently by 
women than men and asked 
personnel officers to rate a 
candidate on their manage 
ment potential. Half of the 
two dozen personnel officers 
listened to tape of a “job ap-

plicant” who used “women’s 
language.” The other listened 
to the applicant 
Linda Bosmajian, a psychol 
ogy professor at Hood and 
Ms. Kr.otts’ honors adviser, 
giving the same description 
of herself, but without using 
the four speech characteris 
tics 

The personnel officers 
unanimously rejected the 
candidate who used “women’s 
language” and the other per 
sonnel officers gave high 
marks tothe “candidate” who 
didn’t use those speech char 
acteristics. Perhaps, ironi 
cally, Ms. Knotts noted, all of 
the personnel officers used in 
the study were female 

The women whodidn't use 
“women’s language” was 
judged as more likely to suc 
ceed in the workplace, more 
likely to be chosen for man- 
agement positions and more 
likely to be respected by co 
workers.

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Education Board Hears Recommendation 
For Southern Area Elementary Schools 


The Garrett County 
Board of Education met 
Tuesday for monthly 
meeting and heard a recom 
mendation concerning the 
future of five southern Gar 
rett County elementary 
schools. The recommenda- 
tion came from a study 
committee headed by Albert 
Coviello, director of pupil 
services. The board also 
approved a draft policy for 
an advisory committee on 
education, to be comprised of 
several county persons repre- 
senting various groups, 
organizations, and business- 
es 

Southern Elementary 
Schools 

The Southern Area Ele- 
mentary School Study Com- 
mittee informed the educa- 
tion board members and 
several concerned citizens 
present that the recommen- 
dation of the committee is to 
consolidate the Red House 
and Loch Lynn schools, and 
to renovate the Bloomington, 
Crellin, and Kitzmiller 
schools. The five schools 
have the subject of 
controversy in the past 
months as an early recom- 
mendation was to raze all 
the schools and build two 
new facilities to accommo- 
date the students. The two 
new schools would be located 
in the Swanton area and in 
northern Oakland. This 
recommendation was met 
with concern and opposition 
by several of the county's 
citizens who live in the areas 
of the individual schools, and 
the controversy led to the 
formation of the study com- 
mittee 

The committee was com- 
prised of 14 persons, includ- 
ing two individuals from 
each school community, a 
representative of the Garrett 
County Board of Commis-

sioners, Brenda McCartney, 
director of elementary educa- 
tion; Michael Sines, trans- 
portation director; and Covi- 
ello. The group met for five 
three-hour sessions and for 
one five-hour session, and 
also took an on-site tour of 
each of the five in 
volved. The committee was 
aided by Mark Altman of 
Altman & Altman Archi- 
tects, who had prepared an 
earlier study of the schools 
for the education board, as 
well as by Albert Ringer, 
assistant superintendent for 
instruction, and John Mor- 
ris, assistant superintendent 
for administration. Morris 
and Ringer assisted the 
group in the area of financial 
considerations, according to 
a report submitted by Covi- 
ello. 

Prior to making a final 
decision, the committee 
members were given a “deci- 
sion-making worksheet” to 
assist them in analyzing and 
ranking options and issues 
The committee ultimately 
considered four options. In 
arriving at a decision, each 
member was asked to pri- 
vately rank-order the four 
options with one through 
four, with one indicating the 
top choice and four indicat- 
ing the least favored choice 
Each top choice was awarded 
seven points; each second 
was awarded five; each third 
was awarded three; and each 
fourth was given one point

Mr. Hardesty was born on 
April 25, 1888. He was sta- 
tioned in France during 
World War I from July 26, 
1918 through July 5, 1919.

Maryland Secretary of Ag 
riculture Wayne A. Cawley 
Jr., announced this week that 
gypsy moths did significantly 
less damage to Maryland trees 
during the spring of 1991 
than inthe previous year

“In 1991, 75,180 acres of 
forest and shade trees were 
defoliated statewide, a de 
crease of 43 percent from the 
133,062 acres defoliated by 
gypsy moth caterpillars in 
1990,” Cawley said 

Accord ng t& Robert H 
Tichenor, chief of the 
jlepartment’s Forest Pest 
Management Program, the 
large reduction was partly 
because of the success of the 
state, counties, municipali 
ties, communities and indi 
viduals working together to 
sombat the pest 

“It's still tooearly todraw 
any conclusions about gypsy 
moth populations for 1992, 
because gypsy moth popula- 

tions normally fluctuate from 
year to year. The only thing 
about the gypsy moth ispre- 
dictable is that it is unpre- 
dictable,” Tichenor said 

Garrett County experi- 
enced a defoliation of 36,705 
acres in 1990, compared to 
9,813 in 1991. The only areas 
if the state to show increased 
jefoliation were Dorchester 
Somerset, Talbot, Wicomoco 
Worcester, Cecil, Charles 
and Washington counties 

Gypsy moth defoliation is 
significant because trees that 
lose 5 percent or more « f 
their leaves are much more 
susceptible to other insects 
liseases, and stress factors 
such as drought, which can 
ause them to die 

‘The 1991 cooperative 
suppression program was 
extremely successful. Less 
that 3% of the acreage in 
cluded in the program was 
defoliated and the majority of 
that defoliation was moder 
ate,” said Tichenor 

Tichenor urged all 
homeowners not to become 
complacent when defoliation 
is down 

“It is important when 

populations are reduced 
slightly for homeowners tobe 
especially vigilant. Scrape off 
and destroy egg masses in 
the late winter and be sure to 
band trees in theearly spring 
These measures can be much 
more effective when popula 
tions are lower,” Tichenor 
said

During recessionary pe 
nods, trust fund reserves are 
drawn down to provide ben 
efits to increased numbers of 
unemployed workers.

The houses 
are sold at cost to families 
with no-interest mortgages 
for a fixed term, usually 20

into a revolving fund in their 
locality that supports the con 
struction of more houses in

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Strong Packers And 
Stockyards Act 
Needed, Says FB 


Farm Bureau clearly 
supports a strc ng Pac kers 
and Stockyards A¢ t, an 
American Bureau 
Federation spokesman said 
at the recent annual USDA 
Packers and Stockyards 
Administration's conference 
John Keeling, AFBF 
agsistant director of national 
affairs, said Farm Bureau 
supports continuation of the 
Packers and Stockyards 
Administration as a sepa 
rate agency of USDA and 
opposes “any attempt to 
lessen the ability of this 
agency to adequately enforce 
the act and its regulations.” 
He explained that P&SA 
data pinpoints a shift in how 
producers market their live 
stock in comparison to 50 
75 years ago and that the 
data shows concentration of 
livestock slaughtering and 
processing within a few 
packing firms 
Changes in P&SA regu- 
lations, as well as in the 
P&S Act, are being discussed 
within the industry. Of 
concern, Keeling said, is the 
need for uniform enforce- 
ment of the act by P&SA 
and for action to require 
wholesalers and retailers to 
pay meat packers promptly 
In addition, he said that 
a study should be conducted 
to determine the impact on 
the competitive marketing 
system as packers become 
involved in livestock mar- 
keting. Current trading 
practice regulations need to 
be reviewed and various 
geographic marketing areas 
should be closely monitored, 
Keeling told the group 
“The establishment of a 
‘dealer trust’ similar to the 
‘packer trust’ is supported

“Farmers and ranchers 
have a strong conservation 
ethic,” Kleckner pointed out 
“It is a fact that most al 
leged wetland areas are on 
private land. We must have 
a clear national policy on 
wetlands conservation that 
is balanced and recognizes 
the interests of all citizens.’ 

Farm Bureau has been 
working with a bi-partisan 
group of senators and rep- 
resentatives in support of 
legislation (S. 1463, H.R 
1330). “Both bills would 
strengthen wetlands conser 
vation to cover currently 
unregulated activities while 
establishing a framework for 
classification of wetland 
areas, protection of private 
property rights and compen 
sation to landowners,” 
Kleckner said 

Farm Bureau also con 
tinued its push for legisla- 
tion in a full-page adver 
tisement last week in the 
Washington, D.C., area 
edition of USA Today. The 
ad displayed an open letter 
to President Bush and 
Congress, signed by more 
than 120 groups including 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation and 53 state and 
county Farm Bureau organi 
zations

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PROTECTING YOUR TREE 
by Judith Finkel 

If your property has been in your family for along time, 
chances are there are trees on it that you highly prize 
Perhaps the trees were planted by you or an ancestor 
Maybe they supported a swing or a tree house that was 
important to you or your children. Even if you have no 
sentimental attachment to them, trees are valuable--by 
some estimates, about 15% of the total worth of your 
property--and they are worth protecting 

Welive ina storm-prone area and the survival or loss of 
your trees can dependon the care you give them both before 
and after a storm. The National Arbor Day Foundation’s 
Tree City U.S.A. Bulletin has several recommendations for 
those concerned with protecting their trees. First, if you are 
about to plant new trees, think ahead. When atree matures, 
you won't want it too near a building or wires. You should 
avoid planting brittle species in areas that might be prone 
to breakage. Examples of these are elms, willows, box elder, 
poplars, and silver maples. If early ice storms are a problem, 
avoid planting trees that hold their leaves late into the fall 
Much more damage occurs when trees are still in leaf 

When trees are young, prune them to prevent the 
development of weak form. Then annually prune dead or 
weakened limbs and occasionally thin excess branches from 
the crown. The goal is to produce a well-shaped tree with its 
center of gravity squarely over the unk and acrown that 
lets wind pass through it. Keep trees healthy and strong by 
watering, fertilizing, and protecting the soil from compac 
tion. Removal of potentially hazardous trees is also a part of 
prevention. Not only can they damage other trees iffelled by 
astorm, but property can be held liable if they fail to remove 
a tree that may reasonably be assumed to be a risk

disproportionate share of the sacrifices. In a secret ballot the 
All College Forum voted 71 to 12 to stand together and share 
the pain 

On the next day I asked the College Cabinet, which 
representsevery constituency of the college, toconfirm the 
vote of the All College Forum and to recommend the plan 
that the Administrative Council had drafted. The Cabinet, 
made up of 18 individuals, voted unanimously for the plan 
and for sharing the sacrifices 

I will now summarize briefly the sacrifices that employ 
ees, students, and the community will be asked to share 
Employees will be furloughed for six days each. Those 
making $15,000 or less will be able to use 3 vacation days 
those making $20,000 or less, two vacation days; those 
making $25,000 or less, 1 vacation day; and all other 
employees must lose the full six daysof pay. Depending on 
salary level, each employee will lose from three to six days 
of pay. Release time and supplemental compensation for 
special assignments is curtailed. Travel, supplies, and 
special programs are cut or eliminated, and all remaining 
departmental funds are cut an additional 20 

Students will be assessed a $5.00 per credit hour sur 
charge, effective Spring 1992; other fees will be increased; 
and new fees will be introduced. Class sizes will also be 
increased and the athletic schedule cut 


The community will also be asked to sacrifice. The 


college will condense operations into a Monday through 
Thursday schedule and close entirely on Fridays, Satur- 
days, and Sundays. Building use fees will also be instituted 
for public use of the facility 
I wish I were in a position to tell you that GCC has 
managed its financial crisis and that nothing worse will 
happen.

We 
will continue to do our fair share to help the county andthe 
State through this crisis. I am very proud of GCC and its 
people. They are standing together; they are united; and 
they are resolute 
With this spirit and solidarity, GCC will be able to do its 
job. We will provide quality higher education to the people 
of Garrett County. We regret that we must ask the commu- 
nity toshare in the sacrifices we are all making, and as! said 
previously, we will restore services at the earliest possible 
moment. Until then, I ask again for your support and 
understanding.

An overriding reason for adopting a home rule charter is 
for the county to gain control of its own legislation. In this 
respect, home rule charters are written to in lude provi 
sions for the transfer of legislative power for local matters 
from the Maryland General Assembly to the local county 
government, i.e. the power toenact its own local publiclaws 
This structure for enacting local laws by the County 
Government with power of referendum by the citizens 

Acharter is both an enabling anda limiting document 
It should delineate the functions to be performed by the 
county government and, at the same time, provide adequate 
safeguards for the personal and political rights of itscitizens 
and to limit or reduce the size and cost of government 

While there is no way to prescribe either the form or 
content of an ideal charter -- since the needs of each 
jurisdiction are different -- some if its more important 
qualities may be inferred from the preceding discussion. It 
should be 

(1) individually designed for the county 

(2) permanent, rather than temporary 

(3) clear in intent and statement, 

(4) comprehensive in covering essential points, 

(5) brief as may be consistent with other qualities 

Above all, a home rule charter must be so written as to 
be accepted and approved by the voters of its county. It 
should therefore convincingly provide for better governmen 
tal services, greater efficiency in the use of manpower and 
public funds, and adequate controls over powers of govern 
ment

DNR Police Offer Hunter Safety Tips 


The tree stand has become an important partof hunting. 
Thousands of hunters, especially bowhunters, take to the 
tress each season in an attempt to outfox their quarry 
Unfortunately, afew of these hunts end with an accident, 
or worse, a death from a tree stand mishap. Statistics 
compiled by the Maryland Natural Resources Police show 
13 of the 34 reported hunting accidents last year were tree 
stand related. 


“More fallsoccur while climbing, setting, removing and 
descending, not just when hunting from the stand,” stated 
Cpl. Ralph Parker, spokesman for the Natural Resources 
Police. There are safety measures every hunter should take 
to prevent becoming a statistic, he said 


No hunter should ever use any tree stand without 
thoroughly inspecting it for defects, missing parts, or 
weaknesses. Be sure all bolts are tighthened, and frayed ropes, 
straps, and worn chains are replaced before placing the 
stand in the tree 

No hunter should ever attempt to climb a tree or hunt 
from a tree stand without a safety belt or rope. Practice first 
putting your tree stand on a tree while standing on the 
c use a seat as a tree stand itself? A seat is an 
accese-n" and isnot intended to be used off the ground alone 

Never carry your bow or gun while climbing! Use a haul 
line as lone es needed to reach the ground from the stand 

Some accidents occur while hunters are climbing down 
from the tree stand. This could be due to hunter fatigue, 
weather conditions, lack of attention, or the excitement ot 
taking a shot. Wake up and get yourself together before 
starting down! 

Your survival from a serious fall depends as much on 
prior precautions as what you do afterwards. Tell someone 
exactly where you are going, who you will be with and when 
you expect toreturn 

Preparation and prevention are the keys to safe tree 
stand use afield. Caution, common sense, familiarity with 
the tree stand and a safety belt or line will prevent most 
accidents

Six seasons as a tight end with 
the Bears under Halas, he was 
not the team’s primary offen 
sive weapon by any stretch of 





the imagination 

The Bears success has tra 
ditionally been built upon ball 
control. And ball control 
means running the ball for 3,4 
or 5 yards ataclip - long 
time-consuming drives that 
grind the other team down and 
keep the defense fresh 


It's a rare vear in which the 


Bears are not at or near the 
top of the league in rushing 
and at or near the bottom in 
passing. Not this year, though 

Through Week 5 of the NFL 
season, passes accounted for 
92 percent of the Bears’ plays 
up from 44 percent last year 
That's a significant jump, but 
the transformation is even 
more clearly illustrated witha 
look at the team’s average of 
yards gained 

Last year the Bears aver 
aged 311 yards per game, and 
that average was just slightly 
higher - at 315 - by Week 5 
That 311 of a year ago was 
nearly equally divided be 
tween the ground and the air 
152 rushing, 159 passing 

This year, the balance is 
skewed An average of 219 
yards has come through the 
air and just 96 yards on the 
ground. To put that into per 
spective, the Bears have never 
averaged less than 100 vards 
per game since Ditka took 
over, even in his lean first 
year, when they were 17th in 
the league in rushing 

A huge part of the credit for 
the transformation rests with 
quarterback Jim Harbaugh 
Now in his fifth pro season, he 
took over as the full-time 
starter last year Through 
Week 5 he was the fifth-rated 
passer in the NFC and had the 
second-lowest interception 
percentage

Maryland State Comptrol 
ler Louis L. Goldstein is ex 
panding motor carrier decal 
registration and renewal ser 
vices tolocal areas to make it 
more convenient for farmers 
and small businesses to ob 
tain or renew the tax regis 
tration decals for their 
trucks. “Since we introduced 
the temporary decal services 
atour 15 branch offices about 
a year ago, they issued 1,092 
decals for grain trucks, trac 
tor-trailerrigs, dump trucks 
delivery trucks and other 
heavyweight vehicles 
Goldstein said 

The yearly registrations 

are good from January 1 to 
December 31, and can be re- 
newed between September 1 
and December 31. “We are 
introducing the new service 
in time for the renewal period 
to allow farmers and truck 
owners to avoid crowds and 
the last-minute rush,” the 
comptroller noted. Renewals 
can also be made by mail 

Decal registrations are 
required for motor vehicles 
with three axles or more, re- 
gardless of weight, and any 
vehicle exceeding the weight 
of 26,000 pounds. The motor 
carrier decals are proof that 
the vehiclesare registered to 
pay Maryland's over-the-road 
tax 

“Since the 30-day tempo- 
rary registration feature was 
so successful, we decided to 
add the new service at all of 
our local offices,” Goldstein 
said. “This prevents the in 
convenience of taxpayers hav 
ing to travel to Annapolis to 
get their decal registration 
renewed or apply for new 
ones 

Among the branch offices, 
Elkton issued the largest 
number of temporary decals 
over the past year (146), fol 
lowed by Salisbury (128), 
Frederick (127 
Hagerstown (106) 

The comptroller said the 
motor vehicle fuel tax divi- 
sion issued a total of 600,700 
decals last year. “With the 
new decal service, we expect 
the field office issues to grow 
considerably,” he said 

The field offices will ac 
cept applications and the $7 
registration fee per vehicle 
and issue permanent decals 
“The new services will ben 
efit everyone, whether they 
are operating their vehicles 
strictly within Maryland, or 
inathree- or four-state area,” 
Goldstein added

Terry L. Ford, 28, Crellin, 
was arrested last Thursday 
afternoon after being identi- 
fied by a 25-year-old woman 
who was allegedly kidnapped 
at gunpoint by him on the 
{ October 13. An 
extensive investigation by 
the Garrett County Sheriff's 
Office and the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigations (FBI 
led officers to Ford, and the 
defendant was questioned on 
Thursday by Lt. Donald 
Tucker and FBI agent Mike 
Shallenberger prior to his 
arrest 

The charges against Ford 
are assault with intent 
murder, kidnapping, first 
degree sex offense, third 
degree sex offense, fourth 
degree sex offense, use of a

handgun in the commission 
of a crime, assault with 
intent to commit sexual 
offense, reckless endanger- 
ment, and battery. He is 
currently incarcerated in the 
Garrett County Jail in lieu 
of $100,000 full cash bond 
The abduction took place 
at the parking lot of the 
Mid-Towns Shopping Plaza, 
east of Oakland, at approxi- 
mately 4:30 p.m. on October 
13. The victim had parked 
her car and was exiting the 
vehicle to enter Revco Phar-

Some hours 
later, she was able to escape 
from the alleged kidnapper 
and run to a residence on 
Old Wilson Road, where she 
collapsed. Her hands were 
tied, according to a Sheriff's 
Office spokesperson, and she 
had been bruised in the face 

The victim was transport- 
ed to Garrett County Memo- 
rial Hospital where she re- 
mained for several days 
Detective Pat Kelly, Tucker, 
and Shallenberger are con- 
tinuing their investigation 
into the identification of the 
other two suspects as well as 
into the motive for the 
crime, Tucker said

TESTING IN OUR SCHOOLS: TOO MUCH? 

Few may know of the very extensive testing program 
which has been developed over the years in the state of 
Maryland. For various reasons the state now has the pubi 
nvolved in three major testing programs - the 
Maryland Functional Tests, the Comprehensive Test of 
Basic Skills, and Criterion Reference Tests. Each of these 
tests has implications for what is taught in our schools since 
performance on these tests is looked upon by many as a 
primary means of determining whether our schools are 
passing or failing 

lhe oldest of the tests used by the state are the functional 
tests in reading, writing, math, and citizenship. These tests 
are minimum competency tests in that they are designed to 
ertify that a student has mastered a minimum set of 

mpetencies and, consequently, the passing of these tests 


schools 


s a graduation requirement for students. Two of the tests 
reading and math) are given at the seventh grade level for 
liagnostic purposes while al! four tests are first given for 
passing purposes beginning at the ninth grade level

The Criterion Reference Tests are a series of tests in 
reading, language, math, social studies, and science which 


have been developed for use in Maryland only. The idea to 
the Criterion Reference Test is to only test those things 
which the student has been taught. Although this may 


sound strange, nationally standardized tests, like the Com 
prehensive Testof Basic Skills tems which are not 
taught to students - consequently, the tests are unfair toa 
ertain degree. All of this testing program has not been 
leveloped yet, but it is the state's intent to administer this 
series of tests to a Maryland sample of third, fifth, eighth 
andeleventh grades. The primary purpose will be to yielda

reflection of how well individual schools do with their 
students 
There are at least tw« mecerns of local educators 
surrounding these tests 
First, the amount of time teachers use in directly 
prepping the students for these tests as well as administer 
ng the tests impacts the curriculum and the over-all 
peration of the school.

testing time will be needed to give the Criterion Reference 
Tests. In the of the curriculum, teachers may have to 
hange the sequence of what they teach as well asthe scope

harassment that have insinuated themselves into my life 
ne of those incidents happened to me and one to a close 
friend who was 17 years old at the time and employed by the 
perpetrator 
incidents, and the reactions and 
urrounding them, much more vividly than I 
remember the many, vague instances less clearly defined as 
the inappropriate innuendos and 
familiarities from unfamiliar men) 

Those instances are less readily defined as clear cases of 
harassment, but they are, at the least, crude, rude, 
diseourteous and disrespectful, and are the product, perhaps, 
of a whole set of societal problems. 

Although that rude and crude behavior insinuates itself 
unpleasantly into someone’s path, I am concerning myself, 
momentarily, with the incidents that leave no room for any 
other interpretation but sexual harassment. As unfortunate 
as it may be, my personal experience with it may be my only 
reason for understanding all the reactions, subsequent 
behavior and ramifications suffered by the victims of that 
type of abuse 

It also may be what lends me the necessary 
understanding and compassion for a woman quickly labeled 
as "neither credible nor believable,” and, quite possibly given 
to bouts of fantasy all because she did not come forward in 
a formal way with all the details of her encounter with 
sexual harassment until 10 years after it allegedly occurred 

lam not attempting here to judge the guilt or innocence 
of either Clarence Thomas or Anita Hill. Neither am I trying 
to convince anyone else that one or the other was telling the 
verdict” of those hearings is evident, 
please disregard, as they say in because I am 
addressing only the phenomenon and using that most recent 
and widely publicized case as an example.)

Unfortunately, the legal system (even though that 
spectacle was not considered a real trial) falls short, in many 
ways, of determining a person's guilt or innocence. Anita 
Hill did not prove that she was harassed by Thomas, but 
how many crimes can truly be proven, especially ones of that 
nature? Hill may not have had good intentions or the purest 
of motives or a completely clean slate, but she wasn’t vying 
for a life-long seat on the highest court in the land 

The awareness level of sexual harassment may have been 
heightened through that televised travesty, but I’m seriously 
less hopeful that after viewing how Hill was treated by that 
committee that the reporting of it will bring about any fair 
amount of justice 

Abuse of any kind -- sexual, physical, mental or otherwise 
-- plays on most of us in much the same way, but in varying 
rendering us vulnerable, defensive, combative, 
afraid, or at least tentative, unsure, and careful. It is a 
curious thing that in our society, the victim of abuse seems 
more likely to fee! shame than the abuser. We almost always 
feel there something we could have done to prevent it 

Since Hill nor Thomas could “prove” their 
respective cases, we were left with deciding each one’s fate 
based on our intuition or our pre-conceived notions 
Unfortunately, we have not equipped ourselves adequately 
to dea! with these particular cases and to render the fairest 
judgement possible, because we really don’t understand its 
frequency, its perpetrators or its victims. 

After all, how many of those committee members (all 
middle-aged to elderly white males) have had a similar 
experience of sexual harassment? How many would have 
been swayed the other way if the accuser had been a white 
woman? And how many of them were more concerned about 
their own image, their partisan priorities, or their own power 
to truly view the case correctly within the phenomenon that 

urrounds it

W. Md. C onsortium 
Programs Could 
Earn Bonus Funds 


The Garrett County 
Committee of the Private 
Industry Council of Western 
Maryland was informed at 
its October meeting that the 
high level of success achieved 
by the Western Maryland 
Consortium in the operation 
of local programs should 
earn close to $100,000 in 
bonus funds. 

The Western Maryland 
Consortium operates 
programs funded under the 
Job Training Partnership 
Act (JTPA) in Garrett, 
Allegany, and Washington 
counties. These programs 
provide education and 
training for unemployed, 
economically disadvantaged 
residents to help them 
become employed The bonus 
funds will be used to expand 
programs in each county 

The executive director of 
the consortium, Peter 
Thomas, explained to the 
Private Industry Council 

PIC) that the bonus funds 
anticipated are based on how 
well the consortium per- 
formed against six measures 
of performance. The 
consortium exceeded all six 
measures, which include the 
percentage of individuals 
placed in jobs, wages earned, 
and other positive outcomes 

The PIC is the policy 
board for the consortium 
and provides oversight to the 
operation of programs. PIC 
is chaired by Jack King of 
Bausch and Lomb, Inc., who

Huskies "Dodge A Bullet" 
From Indians, Win 27-24 


A last-minute effort to 
defeat the Southern Rams 
the previous Friday by the 
Northern High Huskies was 
halted by a motion penalty, 
but a similar last-minute 
effort against host Berkeley 
Springs this past Friday was 
successful, as the Huskies 
narrowly escaped being up- 
set by the Indians.

Devotional Reading 
Ephesians 6 10-26 


The message that Jesus came 
preaching and teaching was 
**Repent, for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand"’ (Matthew 
4:17). After Jesus’ death and, 
resurrection, however, the writer 
of Acts added another dimension 
to this message. Thus, when 
Apollos, a very effective evan 
gelist, came to Ephesus, Acts 
tells us: *‘He had been instructed 
in the way of the Lord; and be 
ing fervent in spirit, he spoke and 
taught accurately the things con 
cerning Jesus, though he knew 
only the baptism of John” 
(18:25). Acts further tells us that 
Priscilla and Aquilla, friends of 
Paul, felt it necessary to take 
Apollos aside so that they ‘‘ex- 
pounded to him the way of God 
more accurately’’ (18:26) 

Later, Paul visits Ephesus and 
speaks with some whom Apollos 
had converted. When he asks if 
they received the Holy Spirit, 
they respond: ‘No, we have 
never even heard that there is a 
Holy Spirit.’’ Finding that they 
had been baptized only in John's 
baptism, Paul says: ‘‘John bap- 
tized with the baptism of repen- 
tance, telling the people to 
believe in the one who was to 
come after him, that is, Jesus."’ 
So, he baptizes them in the name 
of Jesus and **...when Paul had 
laid his hands upon them, the 
Holy Spirit came on them, and 
they spoke with tongues and pro- 
phesied."’ 


GOD IN US 

This account is rather confus- 
ing, because it is the only place 
where we are given the impres- 
sion that Paul emphasized a se- 
cond baptism for the receiving of 
the Holy Spirit. In fact, in I Cor- 
inthians 14 he skillfully plays 
down the importance of speak- 
ing in tongues: **...in church I 
would rather speak five words 
with my mind, in order to in-

THE SPIRIT 
This presence of Christ in our 


lives—known variously in the 
New Testament as the Spirit of 
God, the Spirit of Jesus and the 
Holy Spirit—is not just an idea 
It is the power that issues from 
our faith in Christ. And it ts a 
power never to be taken lightly 
While in Ephesus, this power was 
responsible for many healing 
miracles: *‘And God did extraor 
dinary miracles by the hands of 
Paul" (19:11) 


People are always impressed 
with power, particularly the out 
ward manifesiations of it, Some 
itinerant Jewish exorcists, im- 
pressed with Paul's miracles, 
began to exorcise evil spirits: “I 
adjure you by the name of Jesus 
whom Paul preaches.’ So they 
used the right words, but they 
didn’t know anything about the 
source of this great power. Like 
the Sorcerer's Apprentice in 
Duka's musical suite, they got in 
to something they didn’t unders 
tand and it almost destroyed 
them. They were neither the first 
nor the try to use the 
power of Christ without know 
ing him 

The Christ/ Holy 
Spirit withion us is essential in 
the Christian life. But it must 
never be manipulated or misus 
ed, nor must we ever be so ar 
rogantly smug as to assume that 
we have it contained in our own 
pockets

Tax Credit Gets 


Byron's Support 
Last March, Rep. Beverly 
Byron (D.Md.) cosponsored a 
bill to permanently éxtend 
the life of the Targeted Jobs 
Tax Credit (TJTC). With the 
TJTC set to expire December 
31 and the congressional ses- 
sion entering its last few 
months, Mrs. Byron has 
signed a letter to Ways and 
Means Chairman, Dan 
Rostenkowski (D-Ill), urging 
the committee to adopt a 
multi-year extension of the 
tax credit program 
The credit, which has 
enabled the placement of over 
five million displaced work- 
ers in private sector jobs in 
the past 12 years, isthe only 
jobs program that provides 
employers with incentives to 
hire workers with disabili- 
ties or from economically dis- 
advantaged families 
Prior gaps in congres- 
sional authorization for the 
TJTC in 1986 and 1990 cause 
many state Job Services to 
lay off or reassign staff ad- 
ministering the program, and 
made employers reluctant to 
begin or expand TJTC pro- 
grams 
The TJTC provides em- 
ployers with atax creditequal 
to 40 percent of the first 
$6,000 in wages paid to em- 
ployees whoare economically 
disadvantaged, have little or 
no job training, or are dis- 
placed as the result of reces- 
sion or plant closings 
“Two million more people 
are unemployed since July 
1990, and the prospects for 
TJTC-eligible individuals 
finding work without the 
availability of thistax credit 


aren't good,” Mrs. Byron said 


A recent study by the 
General] Accounting Office 
showed that the tax credit 
has been successful in indur 
ing those employers who ben 
efit from the program to ac 
tively search for, train, and 
retain eligible workers. The 
study also indicates that 
employers have managed the 
program by setting goals 
awarding bonuses for hiring 
and retaining TJTC employ 
ees, and establishing out 
reach programs to recruit 
eligible TJTC workers

The 
toxic compound gallic acid damages the kidneys and the 
lining of the digestive tract. Typical symptoms include 
poor appetite, increased thirst, frequent urination, and 
jark, hard feces, often covered with a film of mucus 
During later stages of the disease, the animal will often 
exhibit dehydration and bloody diarrhea. If you must

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Fire Marshal Issues Challenge 
To All Maryland Home Owners 


Maryland State Fire Mar 
shal Rocco J. Gabriele an- 
nounced this week that he is 
challenging Marylanders to 
place a working smoke detec 
tor in every home 

The State Fire Marshal's 
challenge is part of a nation- 
wide challenge sponsored by 
the International Association 
of Fire Chiefs and Energizer 
Batteries, as part of its 
“Change Your Clock, Change 
Your Battery” fire safety 
project. The purpose of the 
challenge is to work towards 
100% coverage of working 
smoke detectors in American 
homes. Although it is esti- 
mated that approximately 
85% of all households in 
America now have working 
smoke detectors, approxi- 
mately on third of them may 
not be working because of old 
or missing batteries. 

In Maryland, Gabriele 
estimates that nearly 75% of 
all homes are equipped with 
smoke detectors. However, 
between 25-30% of those de- 
tectors may not be working 
because of improper mainte- 
nance, including old or miss- 
ing batteries. The “Change 
Your Clock, Change Your

“Tochange the battery in 
asmoke detector iss0 simple, 
yet tragically many people 
fail to do so,” remarked 
Gabriele. “By simply chang 
ing the battery in their smoke 
detector, and testing their 
smoke detectors on a routine 
basis, residents can signifi- 
cantly increase their chances 
of escaping froma house fire.” 

According to Gabriele 
“the mere installation of 
smoke detectors in Maryland 
homes has given Maryland 
ers a false sense of security 
Smoke detectors, if not main- 
tained properly, will not work 
in anemergency.” 

The International Asso- 
ciation of Fire Chiefs esti 
mates that the number of 
households in America with 
non-working smoke detectors 
now out number the number 
of homes with no detectors at 
all. 

In concluding, Gabriele 
stated, “The ‘Change Your 
Clock, Change Your Battery’ 
project responds to the need

Various County Departments 
Education Bd. Takes Biggest Cut 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners this week an- 
nounced the long awaited 
list of budget cuts, totalling 
$981,000, to county agencies 
and offices in an effort to 
offset the recently an- 
nounced loss of state aid to 
county government. In a 2-1 
vote, $526,000 has been 
taken from the Garrett 
County Board of Education's 
budget for this fiscal year 

Of the $981,000 reduction 
in budgets, $841,000 was a 
result of levy reductions to 
county department and 
associated agencies, while an 
additional $140,000 was cut 
through changing insurance 
carriers effective January 1, 
1992, and through recoup- 
ment of unexpended funds 
originally earmarked for a 
visitor information booth at 
Deep Creek Lake 

While Commissioners 
Brenda J. Butscher and 
Elwood L. Groves supported 
the reduction package, Com- 
missioner John G. Braskey 
opposed the plan. "There was

Small Business Scanner

Partnerships come in as many flavors as ice cream, but 
there are even more obstacles and traps to making a 
partnership work 

You may want toconsider a partnership if you needthe 
financial clout or expertise another person can bring. Atthe 
bank, for example, your loan officer may appreciate having 
two people's collateral to back aloan. In termsof running the 
business, it helps if the partners are complementary, one 
good with numbers or production, the other with people, 


ext 


marketing, one a generalist, the other a specialist, et 
Finding someone just like you may make communication 
easier, but avoiding “irreconcilable differences” is not suffi 
cient to assure bottom-line results 
Indeed, a partnership is like a marriage in many re 
spects, and these days a marriage must be more like a 
partnership, While for marriage a prenuptial agreement 
may be realistic or just pessimistic, in a partnership a 
written agreement is essential 
Take something as apparently simple as who make what 
lecisions. The rate of change in the market place does not 
always allow the partners to consult with each other 
Legally, either partner can bind the company to most 
ntracts, so itis important to be in constant communica 
tion about all the variables in the decision. Generally, it is 
better to have one person, the more generalist of the two, 
have the day-to-day decision responsibility, just asit works 
etter in dancing if one person leads. The specialist should 
onsulted for every decision involving acertain amount 
f money, a structural change in the organization, hiring 
and firing, ete. The other person though, should be “cross 
trained,” able to step in and assume the role of generalist or 
specialist 
Then there's money: Just deciding what each one’s work 
s worth per hour in all the various roles that partners are 
called upon to perform can be a mind boggling task. What 
ver-time? Do both have to do it? And what level of 
effort and performances is acceptable? What happens if one 


about 


month the business doesn’t generate enough cash to meet 
salaries? Are some partners “more equal” than the other? 

There's only one way around all these potential prob 
ems: get itin writing. Write down who is going to do what 
task, how much everyone is going to work, how much each 
partner will invest, how much each partner will make in 
good times and bad, including benefits. It is important to 
write down goals and expectations and to have a plan for 

nitoring progress. For example, meet every week to 
l\scuss plans and performance and have a neutral person 
write minutes. Good records now can prevent disagree 
ments tomorrow -- and perhaps save a friendship as well as

PLEASANT VALLEY COMMUNITY CENTER - The Amish and Mennonite communities 
of Pleasant Valley recently pulled their resources (money, manpower, and skilis) to complete 
the new Pleasant Valley Community Center shown above. Paul Yoder explained that the 
Pleasant Valley community is unique and extraordinary. “We often work together. We are simply 
people caring for each other." While the Amish and Mennonite people are always quick to come 
to the aid of others, itis unusual (especially in strict Amish communities elsewhere) for the two 
groups to work so closely together. Yoder said that not one cent of labor was paid except for 
plumbing and electricity and a paid operator for some excavating work. The use of the heavy 
equipment was donated. The concrete work took two or three days and the sides, trusses, and 
roof were completed in one day. Above the main hall and kitchen is arnple storage area. In the 
photo below, one can easily see how 350 people can be seated for a meal.

To the left of the kitchen are 
restrooms and a nursery for infants. The mother can see out the window Into the room, but the 
crowd can't see in while mother is tending to baby.

Mrs. Yunker said, “At the 
first practice, I told the girls 
if they learned one half of 
what I'dlearn that year, we'd 
be in good shape.” 

Actually, the girls prob- 
ably didn't feel like they were 
in good shape that year, as 
they won only three times.

The Yunker’s teams kept 
winning. Last year they won 
their 100th match (and by 
definition, their 300th game) 
and recently surpassed 110 
Now in her 13th season, Mrs 
Yunker has seen her teams 
quality for regional playoffs 
six times, including this 
year’s showdown in Mount 
Savage on Tuesday, Nov. 5 
at 7 p.m. 

The upcoming contest 
sparks curiosity: What was 
it about the 1985 Lady Hus 
kies that carried them all the 
way? 

“I neversaw ateam goon 
the court with such desire to 
win -- there was no doubt 
about it! They hada winning 
attitude!” explained Mrs 
Yunker 

Winning attitudes are 
fashioned upon winning 
coaching, but if you gohunt 
ing for a “winning isthe only 


thing" mentality at a North- 


ern volleyball game, you will 
be disappointed. The Yunkers 
do not measure success by 
numbers alone, but also by 
what they call “life skills.” 

Said Mr. Yunker, “Vol 
leyball isjust a game, but we 
also practice life skills -- team 
work, self discipline, sacri 
fice, time management, coop 
eration, sense of worth -- not 
just bump, set and spike.” 

Of course, winning IS 
highly important to the 
Yunkers and their charges, 
but, stresses Mrs. Yunker, 
“Success is also having a 
player find out that she is 
capable of doing something to 
the best of her ability; that 
shecan make a valuable con 
tribution to the team effort;

Armed with a public opin- 
ion poll showing widespread 
support for higher school 
taxes, MSTA President Jane 
R.Stern announced Oct. 30 
that she was bringing afight- 
ing message to the 124th 
annual convention of the 
Maryland State Teachers 
Association, meeting in 
Ocean City Nov. 1-2 

She will ask convention 
delegates to support total 
mobilization of the 37,000 
member organization along 
with its allies to press the 
Governor and General As- 
sembly into raising emer 
gency revenues to reverse 
school spending cuts 

“It'sabout time politicians 
did what people want them to 
do. Kids need more than 
bandaids to heal the cuts,” 
Stern said. She cited a new 
public opinion poll conducted 
for MSTA by the national 
polling firm of Greenberg 
Lake in Washington, D.C 
which showed that 70% of 
the public will more likely 
support a candidate who 
backs increased spending for 
education 

According to the same 
poll, taken by telephone be 
tween Sept. 30 and Oct. 2, 
76% of the electorate favor 
increasing funding for Mary 
land public education even if 
it means raising their own 
taxes. 

When asked if they would 
rather see state government 
cut school services or raise 
taxes, 65% favored raising 
taxes 

Toraise funds for educa 
tion, support raising 
corporation taxes from 7° 
8%; 58% support a one-cent 
increase in the state sales 
tax; 77% support increasing 
income tax 5%to 6% for fami 
lies earning over $250,000; 
78% support a one-cent in- 
crease in sales tax on alco- 
holic beverages 

In a report card feature, 
voters gave public schools “in

Honey Producers And Importers 
Vote To Continue Honey Order 


In an August referen 
dum, U.S. honey producers 
and importers voted to con 
tinue the Honey Research 
Promotion and Consumer 
Information Order, the set 
of regulations implement 
ing the 19&4 Honey Research 
and Promotion and Con 
sumer Information Act. The 
program has been in effect 
since 1986 

Daniel D. Haley, admin 
istrator of USDA's Agricul 
tural Marketing Service, 
said the results of the refer 
endum indicate about 91 
percent of producers and 
importers favor continuation 
of the order.

Whole Cottonseed In The Ration 
This year there was a bumper cotton crop in the South; 
therefore, we are finding whole cottonseed at a somewhat 
reasonable price. | have had several dairy farmers call in 
concerning the use of cottonseed. At the current price the 
cottonseed is an economical form of fat which in turn 
produces energy. Also, it is relatively high in fiber which 
may be very beneficial to those of you who do not have 
sufficient high-quality forage due to the drought. However, 
the fiber is not as efficient as the fiber in good quality 
forage due to the smaller particle size. Most of the fiber 
is contained in the bulk. The whole cottonseed high fat 
content dictates the amount that can be fed. It should not 
exceed five percent of the total dry matter in the ration 
High producing cows may be fed more. You should be 
feeding about three to five pounds daily depending on the 
other concentrates in the ration. Whole cottonseed should 
not exceed 12 percent moisture. If it is too wet, you could 
possibly get into storage problems and have a production 
of mycotoxins that are toxic to animals. Cottonseed is best 
to feed in a total mix ration or in the silage or haylage. If

IRS Checking On The Status 
Of Independent Contractors 

Many of you hire contractors to perform work on your 
farm. Be sure they classify as an independent contractor, 
not an employer. If the IRS should rule that the person is 
an employee rather than an independent contractor, you 
will be required to pay back taxes and penalties. The most 
important factors determining that an individual qualifies 
as an independent contractor, as indicated by the courts, 
are as follows 

*The job is performed without instructions from the 
employer 

*The individual works or offers to work for others on 
a regular basis 

*He/she hires other workers to complete the job 

*The person uses or rents own tools, not the employer's 

*The person assumes risk of losing or making money 
on the job 

*The individual has a contractual relationship with 
the employer that cannot be canceled without cause 

*The person bills for work performed and charges sale 
tax (if applicable), does not receive a regular paycheck

Common Purple 
Pasture Mint Can 
Be Deadly To Cattle 


A common pasture weed 
found throughout the South 
east U.S. contains toxins that 


can cause a sudden respira 


tory illness and death in 
cattle when consumed 
Larry A. Kerr, DV.M., 
Knoxville, Tenn., told an 


audience during the 12&th 
annual meeting of the 
American Veterinary Medi 
cal Association (AVMA) 

Cattle that eat perilla 
frutescens, otherwise known 
as purple mint, may develop 
interstitial pneumonia, a 
non-contagious respiratory 
disease characterized by 
loud, labored breathing, 
froth around the mouth and 
nose, and aloofness 

“The condition can be 
recognized from 100 feet 
away,” Dr. Kerr said. “The 
affected animal stands away 
from the herd, usually with 
its head down, breathing 
very hard and loudly.” Inter- 
stitial pneumonia has a rapid 
course of one to three days 
with many cases terminat- 
ing in death, often within 
24 hours 

Research has isolated the 
toxins responsible for the 
plant’s poisonous effect 
principally perilla ketone 
These toxins cause cellular 
changes in the lungs re 
sulting in swollen lung tis 
sue, emphysema, and inter 
stitial pneumonia 

“What's most alarming 
about this ailment is that 
treatment is virtually inef 
fective,” said Dr. Kerr. It is 
difficult to administer medi 
cation, because exciting the 
animal through handling 
will exacerbate the condi 
tion and can lead to death 
Dr. Kerr said antihista 
mines, steroids, and diuret- 
ics have been used to treat 
the disease with limited 
success 

“Time seems to be the 
animal's best ally,” he said 
“If the cows survives, it will 
take 10 days to two weeks 
for it to fully recover.” 

The disease was first 
diagnosed in the mid-1960s, 
but Dr. Kerr believes many 
farmers are not yet fully 
aware of the plant’s cata- 
strophic effects. “I’ve come 
across cases where farmers 
have lost up to 14 afflicted 
cattle at one time,” he said

Dr. Kerr's research found 
the flowers contain a higher 
concentration of the toxins 
than other parts of the plant. 
“Cattle, unfortunately, tend 
to prefer eating the flowers 
It remains unclear how 
much perilla needs to be 
consumed before the cow is 
afflicted with the condition,” 
he added 

During the plant’s flow- 
ering season, Dr. Kerr typi- 
cally diagnoses four to six 
cases a week. Other ani- 
mals, such as horses, are 
not often affected by per 
illa, because they avoid 
eating the weed 

“The best form of pre 
vention of perilla-produced 
interstitial pneumonia is 
controlling the weed's 
growth,” Dr. Kerr said

Representatives of the 
Maryland Department of the 
Environment (MDE) visited 
Oakland on October 16 and 
met with members of the 
Mayor and Town Ceuncil at 
the Oakland Wastewater 
Treatment Plant to discuss 
the funding for the renova- 
tion of two existing lagoons. 

The two lagoons were 
purchased from the Cargill 
Corporation in 1983 as part 
of the original Wastewaters 
System Contract, and at the 
request of MDE, the town is 
making plans to put these 
two lagoons into operation. 

The need for this renova- 
tion/rehabilitation is based 
on the fact that Oakland has 
a known problem with infil- 
tration into the wastewater 


system. This continuing 
problem is caused by roof 
liters still connected into the 
system, as well as the fact 
that old terra cotta lines 
allow infiltration during high 
rain fall periods or high 
groundwater table levels. 
The renovation work re- 
quired by MDE will allow 
the two existing lagoons to 
become an integral part of 
the wastewater system 

The scope of the work 
will include - but may not be 
limited to - the removal and 
replacement of the existing 
aeration system, removal of 
sludge, and the re-sloping of 
embankments. The town is 
hoping to receive a grant to 
do this work, according to a 
spokesperson.

Troopers, Choppers 
Restored By Board 
Of Public Works 

Maryland State Comptrol 
ler Louis L. Goldstein said he 
was “happy” tobe able to vote 
to restore state troopers and 
other services at the Board of 
Public Works’ meeting Octo- 
ber 23, rescinding one of the 
most misunderstood votes he 
ever cast 

On October 23, 1991, the 
Board of Public Works, on 
which the comptroller serves 
with Governor William 
Donald Schaefer and State 
Treasurer Lucille Maurer, 
restored some or all of the 
money earlier cut from many 
state programs. “The 83 state 
troopers and the medivac 
helicopter bases were among 
the items restored under my 
motion to approve the com 
promise budget plan,” 
Goldstein said 

The comptroller noted 
that his vote to accept the 
October 2 cost containment 
program was one of the most 
misunderstood votes of his 32 
years on the Board of Public 
Works 

“It was essential for the 
board to adopt acost contain 
ment plan on October 2, be 
cause our bond rating was 
being reviewed at that time, 
in preparation for the Octo 
ber 9 sale of $120 million in 
general obligation bonds 
Mr. Goldstein said. “Mary 
land retained its prime triple 
A rating, the best you can 
get, because we took action to 
solve an immediate problem 
The result was the lowest 
interest cost for a bond sale 
since 1978.” 

The comptroller said his 
vote for the October 2 cost 
containment plan produced 
more telephone calls andcor 
respondence than any other 
single vote in hismemory 

“Many members of the 
public were not aware of the 
close relationship between the 
cost containment action and 
keeping the bond rating, 
which saves taxpayers mil 
lions of dollars,” he said. “As 
state comptroller, Maryland's 
constitution charges me with 
protecting the public credit 
Because there were no alter 
native plans available on 
October 2, I could not vote

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Drug Use Down 
Among Maryland 
School Students 


Results of the Maryland 
Survey Report, 
released this week by the 
Governor's Drug and Alcohol 
Abuse Commission, the 
Maryland State Department 
of Education and the Alcohol 
and Drug Abuse Administra- 
tion, indicate that overall 
drug use is down among 
adolescents throughout the 
state of Maryland participat- 
ing in the survey 

The survey also revealed 
the following statistics: 

Alcohol is the major drug 
of abuse, with 52.8% of 
seniors reporting use. This 
figure is down from 60.2% in 
1988-89, and 66% in 1984 
The 1990 rate of alcohol use 
by high school seniors is 
slightly below the national 
average 

According to a news 
release from the commission, 
The state is very concerned 
about binge drinking among 
Maryland adolescents. One 
of three seniors who 
reported using alcohol also 
reported that they had five 
drinks on one 
occasion in the month 
before the survey.” 

Tobacco use by high 
school seniors increased 
slightly. However, the survey

184, according to the 
survey. Almost 11% of high 
school seniors in 1984 re- 
ported using cocaine; less 
than reported use in 1990 
Crack does not appear to be 
a significant factor; only 1% 
of seniors reported its use 
"A disturbing trend ap- 
pears in the current use of 
inhalants,” according to the 
news release. Almost twice 
as many Maryland seniors in 
1990 reported using inhal- 
ants in the month before the 
survey as did in 1988-89 
4.8% in 1990 compared with 
2.75 in 1988-89). This rate is 
also higher than the national 
average 
The use of PCP has re- 
portedly decreased. Less 
than 2.5% of Maryland se- 
niors reported using PCP 
However, this rate remains 
much higher than the na- 
tional average 
Since the 1989 survey, 
the number of seniors re- 
porting current use of drugs 
other than alcohol and to- 
bacco has declined slightly. 
However, Maryland students 
remain higher than the 
national average in use.
